New York, Jan. 2 (By A, P.). 
The Jibaro, a tribe of Indians in 
Peru, cut off the heads of their 
enemies as a mathematical

MADE BRIGHT RECORD 
IN BATTLE OF SANTIAGO 


Went to Arctic to Recover 
Bodies of Leaders of the 
Jeannette Expedition. 


As taps sounded. through the 
stillness of Arlington cemetery yes- 
terday at the interment of Rear 


Admiral Giles B. Harber, the cur- 
tain was rung down_on one of the 


most interesting life dramas of the}! 


navy, and there passed beneath the 
honored sod of the historic cemetery 
one of the sternest and yet one of 
the most courteous of the captains 
of the American fleet. 

Admiral Harber was one of the 
“old guard.”’ His experience hark- 
ened back to the days of the sail- 
ing vessel. He was one of the last 
to command beneath sails supple- 
mented by steam. 
modesty and reserve kept him from 
the public eye, there was. no offi- 
cer in the navy who commanded 
greater respect and esteem among 
his fellow officers. 

He is described by officers as one 
of the most amiable of. men, never 
ostentatious in his actions, but when 
he stepped on deck, they add, ‘‘there 
was no doubt in anybody’s mind 
that he was skipper.”’ 


Chance Decided Career. 


Admiral Harber’ was born in 
Youngstown, Ohio, in- 1849. There 
js a chance incident in his life 
upon which hung the entire course 
of his career. } 

He was walking on the atreetsof 
Youngstown one morning in 1865. 
The ambition to-go to Annapolis 
had seized on him, an experience 
that comes to every American youth 
who doesn’t choose West Point. 

Suddenly he spied Representa- 
tive Garfield, later President James 
A. Garfield, on the ‘corner across 
the street... He accosted him, and 
through. him it was arranged that 
he should go to Annapolis. .Gar- 
field took a special interest in his 
progress at the Naval Academy and 
was ever afterward his close friend. 
Harber was graduated near the 
head of his class. 

When lieutenant he was chosen 
to undertake two extremely hazard- 
ous journeys to northern Siberia in 
the early 80s for the purpose of re- 
covering the bodies of Capt. De 
Long and his crew, who perished in 
the ill-fated Jeannette expedition 
to the arctic. 


Recovered Bodies. 


In recovering the bodies he was 
compelled -.to follow the directions 
set down in the report of Melville, 
chief engineer of the Jeannette, one 
of the few survivors....In spite of 
an endless maze of diplomatic com- 
plications with the Russian govern- 
ment, during which he was com- 
pelled for some reason to rebury|- 
the bodies once, Harber brought 
the bodies in due time to Washing- 
ton, acquitting himself unusually 
well. 

He commanded the Hassler, one 
of the two vessels employed in the 
survey of British and American pos- 
sessions in Alaska. He was execu- 
tive officer of the Texas in the bat- 
tle of Santiago in the Spanish- 
American war, and for meritorious 
and gallant service was advanced 
five points. 

In 1889 he married Jeannette 
Manning, ‘great - grand- 
daughter of Judge Buckner Thurs- 
ton, and niece of Mrs. Levin Powell, 
wife of the late Admiral Powell. 


Mrs. Harber died in September, and | 
her death is said by friends to have | 


been responsible for his own. 

He had resided at the Westmore- 
land apartments here for many 
years, but returned to Youngstown 
after his wife’s death. He had been 
on the retired list for many years. 
He was buried near the grave of 
Admiral Dewey in Arlington.

Dies at Baltimore 


Baltimore, Jan. 2 (By A. P.).- 
Col. William Fitzcharles Mason Mc- 
Carty, engineer and chemist, died 
at his home here tonight at the age 
of 85. 

Col. McCarty was a veteran of. the 
civil war, on the Confederate. side. 
He commanded the First Texas 
legion, and.according to records 
preserved by his widow, Mrs. Aida 
F, McCarty, the first shot fired in 
the battle of Gettysburg was aimed 
at him by a Union picket. Durtng 
the world war Mr. McCarty was 
director general of the Canada Nitro 
Products Co. He wrote ex- 
tensively on subjects related to his 
work.

zoologist and professor in ordinary 
in the University of Goettingen, 
died here today. He was 90 years 
old. 

Ernest Ehlers studied at Munich 
and Goettingen and visited Naples 
and Messina to study low sea ani- 
mals before he was appointed in 
1861 member of the Anatomical in- 
stitute of the University of Goettin- 
gen. He was appointed professor 
of the University. of Eerlangen, but 
returned to Goettingen in 1869. He 
was honored by many European 
universities, including Oxford. Prof. 
Ehlers was a prolific writer on zoo- 
logical subjects.

QVER KAMENEFE IN 
COMMUNIST VOTE 


Returns to Full Membership 
in Political Bureau; Old 
Foe an Alternate. 


NEW RED ARMY HEAD 
DEFEATS SOKOLNIKOV 
Finance Chief and Kameneff 
Lose Out Through Move 
Against Old Guard. 


Moscow, Jan. 2 (By A. P.).— 
The victory of Leon Trotzky, for- 
mer war commissar, and the defeat 
of L. B. Kameneff and G. Sokol- 
nikov were the most conspicuous 
features of today’s elections for 
membership in the powerful politi- 
cal bureau of the communist party, 
the highest directing organ of s0- 
viet Russia. 


Although Kameneff managed to 
win a place as an alternate mem- 
ber of the bureau, along with. Djer- 
jinsky, Ruzzutak, Petrovsky and 
Uglanov, his displacement as a 
senior member by a young man like 
C. Voroshiloff, the new head of the 
red army, constitutes, in the opin- 
ion of political observers, a dis- 
tinct downfall for the veteran chair- 
man of the council] of labor and de- 


fense. 


‘Opposed Old Guard. 


The elimination of Sokolnikov, 
the finance commissar, as a mem- 
ber of the bureau, is hardly less 
sensational, because in addition to 
holding the finance portfolio he 
has been for a long time an alter- 
nate member of the political 
bureau. The defeat of these two 
stalwart communists is attributed 
chiefly to their having participated 
most actively in the minority 
movement against,the old guard in 
the present convention. 

By today’s election the bureau 
was increased from seven to nine 
members, including besides Trotzky 
and Voroshiloff, Zinovieff, Molotoff, 
Stalin, Kalinin, Bucharin, Rykoff 
and Tomsky. 

Kameneff’s failure to regain his 
old position in the bureau is all 
the more significant because in the 
early years of the revolution he 
was one of the most influential 
members of the bureau, which 
shapes the policy and directs the 
activities of all important commu- 
nist organizations. -He was one of 
Lenine’s closest associates and 
with Stalin and Zinovieff formed 
the three pillars of the communist 
government and party.

This is the contention 
of Emir Said Bey, grandson of Abd- 
el-Kader, who fought against the 
French in Algeria, and one of the 
thost influential chiefs in Syria, as 
expressed to a special correspondent 
of Le Matin. It is in reply to High 
Commissioner de Jouvenel’s report 
that the Syrian uprising grew out 
of intrigue and jealously among the 
tribal chiefs. 

M. de Jouvenel’s report said there 
were no fewer than four candidates 
for the throne of Syria, one of them 
Emir Said Bey. The others were 
said to be Prince Louftallah, son of 
Arch Merchant. of Cairo; Sherif 
Abd-ul-Mejid, son of the former 
sherif of Mecca, and Abbas Hilmi 
Pasha, former Khedive of Egypt, 
who was dethroned by the British. 

Emir Said Bey was declared in 
the report to be the only one of 
these pretenders who expressed 
friendliness for France and refrain- 
ed from open opposition or hidden 
intrigue. This friendliness, how- 
ever, does not prevent the emir, ac- 
cording to Le Matin’s correspond- 
ent, from criticising the administra- 
tions of Gens. Gouraud and Sarrail. 

It was like baccarat with these 
two military chiefs, he said. Gen. 
Gouraud gambled on the Christian 
card, while Gen. Sarrail staked his 
chances upon the . Musselman 
trump. 

Native Moslem chiefs, who under 
Gen. Gouraud were hunted down 
and threatened with hanging, lived 
to have their necks encircled by the 
cravat of the Grand Cross of the 
Legion of Honor when Gen. Sarrail 
ruled at Beirut. Christian leaders 
who had enjoyed favor under Gen. 
Gouraud were sent to jail and dis- 
possessed of their property by Sar- 
rail, the emir declared. 

‘“‘What can be done now?” asked 
the interviewer. . 

“Your new high commissioner,”’ 
replied the grandson of Abd-El- 
Kader impressively, “should call 
upon a chief who has some real in- 
fluence and authority over the 
tribesmen.”’ 

“For instance?’’ queried theécor- 
respondent. 

“‘Me,” shouted the emir drawing 
himself up to his full stature of 
6 feet 2.

Northern France Hard Hit. 


Northern France is hard hit. Part 
of Mezieres, on the Meuse, is under 
water, while the village of Stock- 
heim-Sous-Maeseyck, in Belgium, is 
submerged, with life saving boats 
taking people off the housetops. 
One death, that of a child, is re- 
ported. The waters are continuing 
to rise along the entire Meuse val- 
ley. Many factories are shut down. 

The Saone river thredtens to sur- 
pass its flood mark of 1852, while 
the Champagne region reports that 
the overflow of the Marne has cre- 
ated a great lake between Epernay 
and Vitry-le-Francois. The inhabi- 
tants of the latter town are evacu- 
ating their homes. 

London, Jan. 2 (By A. P.).—Sev- 
eral days of incessant rainfall in 
England and over the whole of 
western Europe have caused the 
worst floods experienced in these 
sections in many years, due to the 
overflowing of rivers. The districts 
suffering most heavily are Holland, 
Belgium, western Germany and 
northern France, where the Rhine, 
Meuse and Scheldt, with their trib- 
utaries have burst their banks at 
several points.

ACROSS TOP OF WORLD 


Pole Expedition Members Do 
Not Expect to Lose Sight 
of Old Sol. 


EXPECT TO FIND LAND 


Detroit, Jan. 2 (By A. P.).—To 
‘pursue the sun across the top of 
the, world is one of the expecta- 
tions of the Detroit Aviation soci- 
ety’s arctic airplane expedition, 
when it takes off from Point Bar- 
\row, Alaska, next March. 

“From the time we take off at 
Point’ Barrow, we will never lose 
sight of the sun,”’’ said:-Capt. George 
H. Wilkins, leader of the venture, 
upon his arrival here today. “If 
we start in the morning from Point 
Barrow and keep on fiying we 
should reach the geographic pole 
at midnight. The sun at that time 
will just about touch the horizon 
and immediately begin to rise again. 
We will lose 12 hours in that in- 
stant when we cross the north pole. 
In other words, it will be both 
morning and afternoon. The sun 
at that time of the year will never 
be higher than 12 degrees.”’ 

Under present plans, the take-off 
from Point Barrow.is scheduled for 
March 21. Capt. Wilkins said he 
had every reason to believe land 
will be discovered in the unex- 
plored region between Point Bar- 
row and the ice pole. Should this 
prove true, le said, he would re- 
turn to Point Barrow without land- 
ing on the initial flight, report the 
discovery, and, accompanied by a 
second plane, go back to explore 
and map the new territory. 

If no land is sighted, he said, he 
would endeavor on the _ initial 
flight to fly over the top of the 
world to Spitzbergen, approxi- 
mately 2,100 miles from Point Bar- 
row. 

Capt: Wilkins announced today 
that Ben Ejielson, formerly a mail 
pilot in Alaska; will be in charge 
of one of the two Fokker planes of 
the expedition. '

Pasadena, Calif., Jan. 2 (By A. 
P.).—The death list resulting from 
the collapse of a temporary grand- 
stand yesterday while its 350 or 
more occupants viewed the floral 
pageant of the Tournament of 
Roses, stood at two today. The 
dead are Mrs. H. S. Borich, of Dal- 
las, Tex., whoghad been spending 
the winter in southern California, 
and Mrs. Caroline Sherman, 50, of 
Los Angeles. More than 100 bed 
cases are under treatment at the 
Pasadena hospital, of which a score 
or more were serious. Altogether 
more than 200 were injured in the 
crash.

' New York, Jan. 2.---The first 
trading day of 1926 witnessed a 
continuance of the kind of bond 
buying that appeared in the last 
session of the old year, except that 
the market was not as active 
altogether surprising, 
the session was a short one, com- 
ing between holidays. The 
general tone of the market was 
firm, with here and there an es- 
pecially strong movement in more 
speculative issues. There was good 
buying of some of the Erie bonds, 
the convertible 4s D of 1953 gain- 
ing 1%, and exceptional activity 
in Interboreugh The foreign 
group firm, particularly the 
French Governments, and the Mex!- 
cans were strong, gaining up to 2% 
points. 

An advance from the present 
general level of bond prices would 
necessarily be more difficult than 
the rise from the basis of a year 
ago. The average price of a rep- 
resentative group of bonds at the 
end of 1925 stood at the highest 
level since 1917. 

It was in January, 1917. that 
bonds started the drastic decline 
that was not to end until the early 
summer of 1920, the turn in the 
tide being coincidental with the at- 
tainment of. a peak in commodity 
prices. The real recovery would 
have started from that point but 
for the distressed selling of that 
year and the abundance of urgent 
funding of bank loans. Naturally 
no one expects that anything like 
the forward movement of 1921- 
1922 will be repeated this year. 

It is quite generally believed the 
welfare of the bond market during 
the first half of 1926 will depend 
largely on what happens in the 
stock market. The feeling is that 
if bullish enthusiasm for stocks is 
not checked, money will tighten and 
bond prices will suffer accordingly. 
If speculation clfecks, there is a 
chance for a real rise in bonds, but 
not a sharp rise.

ean Museum of Natural History. 
early tonight unearthed a_ third 
skeleton, that of a man believed to 
have been a member of the race of 
“canal builders,’’ who lived here 
2,000 years ago. One skeleton was 
found yesterday and twa more to- 
day and tonight. 

The excavating work is being 
carried on at the ancient pueblo of 


La Ciudad, on the outskirts of this 
city. and is directed by Erick 
Schmidt. 

The first skeleton unearthed yes- 
terday was buried in an ‘“east- 
west’’ direction, while the one dis- 
covered today was laid to rest in a 
‘“north-south’’ direction. 

This, according to scientists, in- 
dicates that the Gila culture, of 
which the Casa Grande ruins are a 
part, may have existed in thig sec- 
tion. Sufficient discoveries, how- 
ever, to warrant this as a definite 
statement of fact have not yet been 
made, Mr. Schmidt said. 

The work thus far has brought 
to light carved shells, pottery, 
many arrowheads and_ grinding 
stones, aS well as the two skeletons. 

‘La Cludad”’ consists of a group 
of mounds, each of which covers 
a small pueblo house. Archeolo- 
gists explain that the ancient race 
buried their dead on the floor of 
their dwellings and covered them 
with dirt. When the room was 
filled in this manner to such a 
height that it was no longer pos- 
sible te use it. another chamber was 
built on top. 


G. F. Baker Tells Bank 


Earnings First Time 


New York, Jan. 2 (By A. P.).— 
George F. Baker, chairman of the 
board of the First National Bank, 
said today in a letter to stockhold- 
ers, that the net earnings in 1925 of 
the bank and its subsidiary, the 
First Security Co., aggregated 
$16,779,569, an increase of $715,- 
166 over 1924. 

It was the first time in the mem- 
ory of Wall street that detailed fig- 
uret have been made public show- 
ing the earning power of the bank. 
Such figures are available only 
through Mr. Baker, and he has sel- 
dom spoken for publication. In hls 
letter, Mr. Baker said, ‘‘The direc- 
tors fee] it is quite proper to make 
a fuller report than heretofore.’ 

Total resources of the bank are 
now approximately $500,000,000, 
and dividends are being declared 
on a 100 per cent basis.

The statement issued by the De- 
| partment of Justice follows: 

“The affairs of the Aluminum 
Company of America were first 
brought to the attention of the De- 
partment of Justice through an in- 
vestigation which was conducted by 
its attorneys during the latter part 
of 1911 and th¢ early part of 1912, 

“On May 16, 1912, the govern- 
ment filed a petition in the United 
States district court at Pittsburgh 
against said company, alleging a 
violation of the antitrust laws. The 
suit on June 7, 1912, resulted in 
a consent decree in which the de- 
fendant was enjoined from attempt- 
ing to enforce certain provisions in 
its contracts with the General 
Chemical Co. and the Norton Co., 
binding them not to engage in the 
production of aluminum, and from 
discriminatory practices against its 
competitors. 

“In 1913, subsequent to the an- 
tering of the decree above men- 
tioned, the Aluminum Co. of Amer- 
ica sought to acquire certain baux- 
ite deposits in Arkansas, which 
were owned by the Sawyer-Austin 
Lumber Co. This matter was con- 
sidered by this department, and on 
July 23, 1913, during the admin- 
istration of Attorney General Mc- 
Reynolds, the department hotified 
counsel for the Aluminum Co. that 
it saw no reason to believe that 
the purchase of the bauxite de- 
posits would be in violation of the 
decree. j 

“In 1915, under the administra- 
tion of Attorney General Gregory, 
the Southern Aluminum Co., the 
Stock of which was largely held by 
French interests, submitted to the 
department a proposed agreement 
under which the Aluminum Co. of 
America would acquire the’ prop- 
erty of the Southern Aluminum Co., 
which company had expended sev- 
eral million dollars in a plant and 
water power for the manufacture of 
aluminum in the State of North 
Carolina. The Southern Aluminum 
Co. represented that owing to con- 
ditions growing out of the world 
war, it was unable to continue the 
project. 

“Attorney General 
September 3, 1915, 
Paul Fuller, attorney for the South- 
ern Aluminum Co., said that the 
department saw nothing in the facts 
concerning the

“On Uctober 25,-1922, after a 
careful consideration of the mat- 
ter, the decree of 1912 was so mod- 
ified as to permit the acquisition of 
the interest in question.

Trade Commission transmitted to 
this department the report of its 
investigation of the aluminum 
cooking utensil industry, which was 
volume 3 of its report on ‘House 
Furnishings Industry.’ 

‘‘Later, on January 1925, 
after examination of the report by 
this department, but before mak- 
ing an investigation of the support- 
ing data, Attorney General Stone, 
in a letter to the chairman of the 
Federal Trade Commission, sald:

That with respect to 
some of the practices complained 
of they were so ffequent and long 
continued, a fair inference is the 
company either was indifferent to 
the provisions of the decree or 
knowingly intended that its pro- 
visions should be disregarded, with 
a view to suppressing competition 
in the aluminum industry.

inquiry was inaugurated and is now 
nearing completion.

One out of every five world war 
veterans entitled to compensation 
under the bonus act had failed to 
apply for the relief granted by Con- 
Bress up to December 1, 1925. The 
total number of applications re- 
ceived up to that date was 2,760,- 
677, of which 2,669,370 were cer- 
tified to the veterans’ bureau as 
valid, the remainder having been 
disallowed or were at that time in 
process of correction. 

It is estimated that approximate- 
or 700,000, of the 
compensable veterans or depend- 
ents have not as yet applied, Maj. 
Gen. Robert C. Davis, adjutant gen- 
eral of the army, declared in a re- 
port made public yesterday on _ the 
handling of the huge clerical job. 
He added that under the law the 
door remained open for accepting 
applications up to Januery 1, 1928. 

As indicating the scattering over 
the world of American world war 
veterans since their discharge from 
service, Gen. Davis listed some $0 
“foreign localities’’ from which 
bonus applications have come, in- 


cluding the tiny republic of San 
Marino. There seems to be no hab- 
itable part of the globe in which 
former army ‘‘buddies’”’ are not to 
be found. They are in Germany and 
Austria and all other former enemy 
states; in the Cape Verde islands, 
the Isle of Rhodes, and even the 
Seychelles islands, 600 miles north- 
east of Madagascar in. the Indian 
ocean. 

Gen. Davis said his special bu- 
reau to handle bonus applications 
had been disbanded and the work 
turned over to his regular office 
force. Commendatory letters from 
the budget bureau on the one sidé 
and from the American Legion and 
Veterans of Foreign Wars on the 
other were attached to the report. 

The report showed that on De- 
cember 1 there was still available 
a balance of $468,326 of the orig- 
inal appropriation of $3,600,000 
provided by Congress with which 
to administer the act.

New York, Jan. 2.—The story 
of another heroic rescue at sea by 
American sailormen was leatned 
when the Morgan line freighter Bl 
Cid brought into this port today 
Charles Lawson, 36; Elizabeth, his 
wife, anG tneir sons, William, 9, and 
James, 2, who were saved from 
their sinking yacht off the South 
Carolina coast last Wednesday. 
Lawson, who is associated with 
the Edgewater Lumber & Supply 
Co., of Cleveland, Ohto, motored 
from that city to Beaufort, N. C., 
a few weeks ago with his famil+. 
There he purchased the twelve-ton, 
46-foot gasoline motored schooner 
yacht, Clem. His intention was to 
proceed to Miami and there spend 
the winter. To follow the inside 
.route, used by small craft going to 
Florida, it was necessary to take to 
the open Bea as far as Charleston. 


Tries to Sail to Land. 


Trouble began off Cape Fear, 
where the Clem struck & shoal that 
broke the ship's keelson. The 
motor went dead and Lawson could 
not start it again. <A strong north- 
westerly wind was blowing, and 
Lawson hoisted sail in the hope 
of making land. 

The boat made no headway 80 
Lawson put his helm over and ran 
before the wind to the open gea, 
hoping to get in the track of ship- 
ping and be picked up. The neatest 
land in the direction he was head- 
ing was the African coast, "2,000 ° 
miles away. He saw the steamers 
and tried to signal them, but appar- 
ently they failed to see him.

Halsey, on the way from Galveston 
to New York, was steaming up the

The little yacht was awash from 
stem to stern for eighteen hours 
and Lawson.had to man the pump 
every fifteen minutes to keep 
afloat. 

When the El Cid’s crew took 
the family off there was nearly a 
foot of water in the cabin. The 
flares used were made from the 
children’s blankets soaked in kero- 
gene, 

Before leaving the . abandoned 
craft, Capt. Halsey, for the safety 
of navigation, poured kérosefie on 
the yacht and set it afire. It was 
too waterlogged to burn, but the 
captain is sure it sank. 

The Lawson family came ashore 
today and, after buying clothing, 
proceeded to. Kingston, N. Y¥,, 
where Mrs. Lawson's family live.

INTERNATIONAL FINANCE, 

Mr. Owen D. Young has given utter- 
ances to a few gems:of international 
financial philosophy which deserve con- 
sideration by Americans in connection 
with the demand that they shall bolster 
up all foreign governments at the ex- 
‘pense of the United States.. Mr. Young 
gave his views to the American Eco- 
nomic association in New York. He said: 

It is more important to the United 

States to restore the currencies of 

the world to a stable basis, and make. 

them sacred, than it is to collect our 
foreign debts. 

Having outlined this rather large con- 
tract, Mr. Young explained why it was 
necessary for the United States to put 
| value and sacredness in foreign money: 

America has succeeded England 
as the great creditor nation, and it 
iS now our responsibility and obliga- 
tion to see that the mediums of ex- 
change of all countries are put on-a 
basis which makes credits possible 
and which makes loans sécure.

Let 
it be made available to American bank- 
ers, through the Federal reserve system, 
for loans to foreign countries after those 
countries have been stabilized by the 
United States, acting as an underwriter 
of ‘international leagues, courts and 
political compacts. The risk is small, 
and the profits would be large. 

Whey the average citizen interrupts 
with the remark, “Why lend money to

Disillusioned after living happily 
and in luxury during the occupation 
period, hundreds of German wives 
_ Of British soldiers in the army of 
occupation are bidding farewell to 
their husbands as the British evacu- 
ation of the Cologne zone proceeds. 

More than 750 Tommies married 
German women during the last few 
years, about one in every ten. The 
majority obtained permission of su- 
perior officers for the marriages, 
and provision has tbheen made for | 
these families as the troops move to | 
Wiesbaden or leave Germany. Those | 
who did not obtain permission are | 
in difficulties. 

Then, too, the unhappy wives in 
many cases refuse to leave home. 
Married when a British private’s 
pay meant real luxury in Germany, 
they little dreamed that their hus- 
bands’ occupation might lead them 
to England, India or Egypt. Housing 
conditions in Wiesbaden are such 
that few can accompany their hus- 
bands for even that short distance. 

The lot of many English women, 
most of them widows, who came to 
Cologne and opened shops for the 
soldiers, is little better. The Brit- 
ish Aid association of Cologne is 
helping 500 Englsihwomen and 
- children who are virtually destitute. 
This aid can not be continued long 
and the association has appealed 
to the British government for a so- 
lution of the problem.

Plenty of Good Beef Available, Says 
Correspondent, at Price Paid Now 
for ‘Ti Meat’’ if the Buyers 
Could Recognize It. Letter Is a 
Reply to Editorial. 


To the Bditor of The Post—Sir: 
I was greatly surprised at reading 
your editorial entitled, ‘‘Christmas 
Beef,”’ in The, Post of December 15. 
The statements made are very mis- 
leading and unfair to producers of 
good beef,-consumers of it and 
those who would encottrage both its 
production and consumption and as- 
sist in its distribution. 


* The inability of the average con- 
sumer to obtain meat of very high 
quality is not due to the exportation 
of beef of this class as you mention. 
From corn belt feed lots thousands 
of prime cornfed beeves are annu- 
ally sént to market. These cattle 
do -not produce carcasses quite as. 
fancy as Mah Jong or other inter- 
national steer or carcass champions, 
but do yield carcasses of very high 
desirable quality. This beef is ab- 
sorbed by patrons of the higher 
class meat ‘shops in the larger cities 
and by the patrons of some of the 
higher class restaurants, hotels and 
dining cars. 

Good beef would be available to 
the majority of consumers if they 
were familiar with its delicious, sat- 
isfying palatability, could recognize 
it on the butcher’s block and would 
demand it instead of the tough, 
stringy, coarse, dry, ‘200 meat”’ or 
“tiger meat’ (as inferior meat is 
called), that is daily passed out 
over the counter in the guise of 
high class cornfed beef at a price 
that should purchase the genuine 
product. — 

So long as consumers are con- 
tent with “tiger. meat” the demand 
for the better meat will not be suf- 
ficient to make [ts production profit- 
able to the producer or available in 
sufficient quantities for the .con- 
sumers. But, should consumers de- 
cide to displace the dry, flat, tough, 
unpalatable ‘“‘tiger meat,’’ roast or 
steak with juicy, tasty, tender, 
prime beef the supply will be forth- 
coming from the beef-producing 
herds of the country. And the price 
necessary to purchase such prime 
beef would be by no means $6.50 
per pound as you infer to be the 
cost of beef of this quality. 

The grand champion steers at 
the international have sold for such 
fancy prices as $3 per pound on 
foot, not because it is necessary to 
pay this price to get good beef, but 
because of the advertising value as- 
sociated with the purchase and serv- 
ing of these taurine show yard vic- 
tors. While it is impossible for the 
Biltmore Hotel Co. to serve beef 
from grand champion steers to all 
their patrons, or even a consider- 
‘able portion of them, the fact that 
| they are willing to outbid numerous 
other concerns in order to give their 
|patrons the finest beef obtainable 


of good meat and put forth every 


get it. The use of such high qual- 
ity meats is not peculiar, however, 
to the Biltmore hetel, for many oth- 
ey high-class establisnments 
throughout the country purchase 
not only high quality Christmas 
beef, but high-class beef and other! 
meats the year around. Certainly + 
your warning to readers of The 
Post that they avoid an establish- 
ment known to maintain such an 


takes pride in the quality of the 
meats it serves smacks of an un- 
fairness which should not be ex- 
pected from one of the nation’s 
greatest daily papers, and a Capital 
daily at that. 

Perhaps least misleading of all 
are the gross errors made in com- 
putting the cost per pound of the 
dressed carcass. In-the first place 
your original premise is wrong. 
Steers of the type, quality and con- 
dition that enable them to win in- 
ternational grand championship 
dress considerably higher than you 
The dressing percentage 
of the steer in question was actu- 
ally 67.3 per cent, approximately 
one-eighth higher than your esti- 
mated 60 per cent. The 1924 cham- 
pion dressed 65.2 per cent, and the 
1922 champion 68.6 per cent. Thus 
the carcass weighed 1,050 pounds 
instead of 936; based on the $3 
per pound live weight paid for Mah 
Jong, his carcass, without charging 
anything for slaughtering, cost the 
hotel company $4.45 per pound 
f. o. b. Chicago and not $6.50 per 
pound as you say. Indeed $4.45 
per pound is a stiff price for beef, 
but for beef plus the advertising 
associated with such prize-winning 
steers is not such an _ exorbitant 
price after all. Certainly all of it 
can not be charged up to-good beef. 

Perhaps you might still consider 
the expending of $4.45 per pound 
for 1,050 pounds of carcass beef 
once a year to advertise a high-class 
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hotel and high-class beef a very 
unwise, foolish expenditure, even 
foolish enough to provoke humor- 
ous comment and editorial appeal 
to ostracize establishments that use 
this form of advertising and at- 
tempt fo vend good beef. I venture 
to say, however, that the better ho- 
tel, restaurant and dining car op- 
erators and their patrons, producers 
of prime beef, and those who con- 
sume it or would like.to consume it 
do not consider such an expenditure 
nearly as foolish as your editorial 
considers it.* W. E. HUNT.

Increase in Statutes Declared Way 


States. 


To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
Within the past twelve months we 
have heard much concerning the 
mass of law which has been pro- 
duced by the Congress and the sev- 
eral State legislative bodies. The 
expressions upon this subject have 
been uniformly condemnatory/ of 
the practice of piling up statutes, 
and rightly so. However, the stat- 
ute is but a small part of-the law of 
the land, 

The great bulk of the law is 
found in the books containing the 
judicial decisions of the many 
courts of law—decisions which in- 
terpret and define the statutes pass- 
ed by the Congress and the legisla- 
tures, as also their definitions of 
the common law, civil law, and the 
rules and the applications of equity. 

In the days of Marshall and 
Taney it was not a tremendous 
problem for an active legal mind to 
marshal the decisions on a given 
legal subject, but, now, where is the 
person so learned in fundamental 
law, so active in mind, so adept in 
searching the books, so attracted bY 
“the toil by day and lamp by night”’ 
that he can accurately and com- 
pletely encompass, within the laby- 
rinthial ways of his iegal mind, the 
subdivision of many a small subdi- 
vision of legaldlore? And the ques- 
tion remains were we to attempt to 
limit the conSideration to cases un- 
der the rule of stare decisis. It is 
a mental and physical impossibility 
for.any man, however great his 
mental and ‘physical powers, to 
master the increased and increasing 
law of this land of ours. To be 
consistent, we may have to amend 
the rule that “ignorance of the law 
excuses no man” by adding, ‘‘ex- 
cept the judges when making offi- 
cial decisions or pronouncements.”’ 
Thus, the ignorance of all would be 
made more blissful, and it would be 
folly even to attempt to be wise. 

Contrary to popular belief, per- 
haps,\I believe the lawyers and the 
Judges would heartily welcome 
Some possible method of checking 
this flood of law, but -the judges 
must necessarily make some sort of 
decision in every case that is 
brought before them. 

If the mass of law continues to 
increase by statute and by neces- 
Sary decision, are we not likely to 
find an increasing conflict of Jaw 
in the books of reports, due to the 
inability of the courts to read and 
digest pertinent decisions of other 
courts? Will the pNing up of stat- 
utes and decisions eventually result 
in legat chaos? These are ques- 
tions which deserve serious atten- 
tion by our judges and lawyers, leg- 
islators and laymen of logic.

Dr. Maniuloff Relates Varied 
Details of Reactions 
With — 


SEES CREATION DIVIDED

Leningrad, Jan. 2 (By A. P.).- 
Sex exists in stones, it is claimed 
by Prof. Peter Maniuloff, of the 
Russian Physico-Therapeutic acade- 
my. 

Prof. Maniuloff is confident of 
proving the existence of one har- , 
monious division of the male and 
female gender in the entire creation 
of the world, from human beings 
down to minerals. In the course of 
an address before the Academy of 
Scientists, Prof Maniuloff said: 

“In my experiments to prove the 
existence of sex in minerals my at- 
tention was arrested by the fact 
that the same mineral, perfectly 
identical in its chemical aeture, {is of 
two crystallic forms, in one case of 
cubic form and in the other of 
octahedron form. : To discern the 
exact sex I have subjected to a 
certain reaction the blood of human 
beings and animals, as well as e6x- 
tracts from plants. I have sub- 
jected to a similar reaction various 
crystallic forms, taking pyrite as a 
typical mineral. 

“The pyrite crystallized into cubic 
form produced a discoloration of 
the composition into which it was 
dropped, namely a typical male re- 
action, The same mineral, crystal- 
lized into an octahedron form, dis- 
colored the substance into which it 
was dropped, giving a typical female 
reaction. I have repeated this ex- 
periment with eleven different 
minerally, obtaining the same re- 
sults.’”’

OF AMERICAN (DEALS 
ATTRACTS INTERES 


Complete Survey of-Russian 
Revolution to Be Made by 
the Rev. E. A. Walsh. 


JAMES M. BECK JOINS 
FACULTY OF COLLEGE 


Dr. John H. Latane Also to 
Lecture in the Second 
Course on Soviet. 


‘ 


Unusual interest has been shown 
by the public of Washington in the 
forthcoming lecture course on 
“American Institutions and Ideals,”’ 
which will be conducted by the for- 
eign service school of Georgetown 
university, beginning January 15. 
Invitations are being sent out by 
the school to more than 2,000 per- 
sons, including every member of 
Congress, the members of the diplo- 
matic corps and many government 
officials, to attend the entire course 
of seventeen lectures in the audi- 
torium of the National museum. 
The school believes that the gener- 
al discussion of ‘‘Revolutiop:in Rus- 
sia and America,’’ embodied in the 
course, will have a particular ap- 
peal to these officials. 

This course is a sequence to the, 
course delivered last year by the 
Rev. Edmund A. Walsh, S. J., re- 
gent of the foreign service school 
on ‘‘RuSsia in Revolution,;’’ which 
attracted wide notice. With the ad- 
dition of James M. Beck, former 
solicitor general, and Dr. John H. 
Latane, of Johns Hopkins univer- 
sity, as lecturers, the success of the 
new series is assured. 


School Is Cosmopolitan. 


Dr. Walsh believes that Wash-, 
ington is the most fitting place for 
such a course as the school contem- 
plates. It is not only rapidly be- 
coming the international center of 
the world, but is being made the 
meeting place of the leaders of the 
nations of the world. The foreign 
service school itself is.international 
in character, with students from 22 
foreign countries. Among its ‘stu- 
dents are a number of the members 
of the diplomatic ¢orps. 

The authorities of Georgetown 
regard the Russian problem as one 
of the major international issues of 
the day. It affects not only Russia, 
but the world at large, and is of 
particular interest to America at 
this time. 

Dr. Latane will then take up a 
discussion of the fundamental 
causes of the American revolution, 
the alliance of France and Amer- 
ica, the winning of independence 
and the critical period of the con- 
federation. Dr. Walsh: then will 
reestablish the contact with Russia. 

The preamble to the Constitution 
of the United States will be taken 
up in detail by Mr. Beck, who will 
portray its spirit and ideals. Mr. 
Beck will conclude his portion of 
the series with a discussion of the 
perpetuity of the American Consti- 
tution and the spirit of the Amer- 
ican people. 

The last three lectures of the 
series will be given by Dr. Walsh, 
who will treat the spirit and inter- 
national scope of the third Russian 
revolution, the constitution -of so- 
viet Russia and the Constitution of 
the United States and finally com- 
munism and democracy. 


PUBLIC ACCOUNTANTS’ 
LIST SHOWS BIG GAIN 


190 Here Now, Franklin U. 
Publication Shows 
in Survey. 


The January number of the 
Franklin Accountant, published by 
the Benjamin Franklin university, 
makes a very interesting compari- 


450n between the new telephone di- 


rectory, which was released last 
week, and the 1915 edition. It shows 
in a striking way how recent has 
been the development of the ac- 
countancy profession. Only twenty 
accountants were listed in the 1915 
issue. The classified section of the 
new directory contains the names 
of 190 accountants who are in pub- 
lic accounting practice in this city. 
\ Of this number, according to in- 
formation furnished by the Ameri- 
can Society of Certified Public Ac- 
countants, 148 are certified public 
accountants. Thirty of these are cer- 
tified under the District of Columbia 
act, while the others hold certifi- 
cates from 22 different States. 

Announcement is also made of 
the reopening of classes in the 
school of accountancy and business 
administration of the university fol- 
lowing the holiday recess which ter- 
minates Monday, January 4. The 
registration period for the new wid- 
winter freshman classes also opens 
on that date. The new evening 
classes are being formed; a 7:30 
class, beginning January 18, meet- 
ing on Tuesday, Wednesday and 
Friday evenings, and a 5:30 class, 
opening February 15, which will 
meet on Monday, Thursday and Fri- 
day evenings. 

Day classes-in the Pace course in 
accountancy {will be opened in 
Washington for the first time on 
February 1. The daytime program 
of study is planned so that students 
in this division may complete the 
full three-year professional course 
in one and one-half years, half the 
time required in evening classes.

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a True Riches 

(From the Christian Science Monthly.) 

No reader of the book of Proverbs 
can fail to appreciate its sound wis- 
dom. It runs the scale of human 
experience, and its sayings indicate 
& deep insight into the human 
heart. Few have understood bet- 
ter than fts author the unstable 
character of human _ experience: 
few have better known the fleeting 
nature of material riches, their un- 
certain and ephemeral quality. 
“Wilt thou set thine eyes upon that 
which is not?” it asks, “‘for riches 
certainly make themselves wings; 
they fly away as an eagle toward 
heaven.”’ 


The instability of riches, material 
things in general of whatsover form 
or nature, could scarcely be more 
graphically set forth. Moreover, the 
Wise writer of the proverb quoted 


was but anticipating the words of 
Christ Jesus to the same purport. 

Lay not up for yourselves treas- 

ures upon earth,” he _ enjoined, 
where moth andtust doth corrupt. 
and where thieves break through 
and steal.”” But the Nazarene went 
further than did the wise man of 
the Proverbs in outlining the prop- 
er course for mankind to pursue. 
His teaching became positive and 
constructive when he added, “But 
lay up for yourselves treasures in 
heaven, where neither moth nor 
rust doth corrupt.” 

Mankind’s problem, then, is to 
turn from the material sense of 
substance—riches—to the spiritual, 
n full assurance that in so doing 
it is following precisely the injunc- 
tion of the Master. One has but 
to look around him to be convinced 
of the truthfulness of the Scrip- 
tures in describing the nature of 
material riches. What men seek as 
riches—materiality in its various 
forms—has not the quality of sta- 
bility. What seems to be most 
permanent and most abiding turns 
out to be only of transient charac- 
ter, swept away, sometimes, almost 
in the twinkling of an eye. 

Christian Science is bringing to 
the world a better understanding 
of substance; that is, of the true 
riches; at the same time making 
clear how best to acquire this price- 
less possession. “Substance,’’ 
writes Mrs. Eddy in “Science and 
Health, With Key to the Scriptures’”’ 
(p. 468), “is that which is eternal 
and incapable of discord and de- 
cay.’’ And she adds in the same 
paragraph, “Spirit, the synonym of 
Mind. Soul or God, is the only real 
substance.’’ Substance, then, is 
Spirit, God; and only God and His 
creation, including man, are eter- 
nal and truly substantial. What, 
one may inquire, are not the rocks 
and mountains substantial? The 
eternal hills, are they not true sub- 
stance, indestructible and perma- 
nent? It is common knowledge that 
the hardest and most durable min- 
eral substance may undergo a 
process of disintegration. 

What of the chemical elements, 
are they not substantial and per- 
manent? Physical scientists now 
hold the theory: that all the so- 
called primary elements of the earth 


rare basically the same, being com- 


posed of electrons, which, through 
assuming various combinations, 
constitute the things of the so-called 
material universe. Thus, theoret- 
ically, the different forms of matter 
are accounted for. Even the phy- 
sicist, we see, who holds matter to 
be substance, recognizes its change- 
able form. : 

What, then, of treasures in heav- 
en? How may they be acquired? 
How may these be laid up? This is 
the most important question con- 
fronting mortals, for it involves the 
gaining of heaven and of eternal 
life. As mankind gains spiritual 
truth, the understanding of God,

Recognizing what is believed to 
be the need here, the authorities 
of the Y. M. C. A. college announce 
the inauguration, beginning Janu- 
ary 26, of a new course in the lib- 
eral arts which will lead to the de- 
gree of bachelor of arts in eco- 
nomics. The course will require 
seven years for completion, and is 
designed to .give the evening 
student a liberal education at the 
time that he is receiving technical 
education to fit him for a place in 
the business world. 

Required work will include desig- 
nated numbers of hours study of 
English, a foreign language, 
science, history, mathematics, psy- 
chology, economics, including ac- 
counting, and electives. 


A feature of the new course is 
a series of lectures by prominent 
men who will conduct a course in 
biographies, to be known as His- 
tory IV. Each of the eleven men 
will take some great man who has 
established his name in some field 
of service to humanity, and will 
outline the lessons to be drawn 
from their lines. Those who 
have been chosen to make these 
lectuges are Representative Henry 
W. Temple, of Pennsylvania; Henry 
K. Bush-Brown, well-known local 
sculptor; Dr. C. E. Monroe, of the 
bureau of mines; Huston Thomp- 
son, Federal Trade Commissioner; 
Brig. Gen. Amos A» Fries, of the 
chemical warfare service; Dr. Ed- 
ward N. C. Barnes, music director 
of the public schools; George W. 
Offutt, attorney; Dr. Paul Kaufman, 
of the American university; the 
Rev. Joseph R. Sizoo, of the New 
York Avenue Presbyterian church; 
Dr. H. R. Evans, of the bureau of 
education, and Thomag J. Frailey, 
attorney and <Amerifan Legion 
leader. | 


Schoo] Reorganized in 1917. 


In announcing the new course, it 
was recalled by Y. M. C. A. officials 
that in 1907 the educational de- 
partment of the association estab- 
lished a school for accountancy to 
give its students a thorough train- 
ing in the fundamentals of account- 
ancy, and that in 1917 this school 
underwent a complete reorganiza- 
tion and adopted a standardized 
curriculum. Since then 679 grad- 
uates have entered this particular 
field. 

In 1919 a law school was estab- 
lished to meet the number of for- 
mer-service men desiring to. prepare 
for the bar examinations, ahd al- 
though it is accounf®d one of the 
youngest law schools in the Capital, 
it is said to have met with marked 
success. This success has been due 
to the fact, it is pointed out, that 
the same need found by the Y. M. 
C. A. in Cincinnati, Boston, Detroit 
and other large cities exists in 
Washington, and that there is a de- 
mand for instruction at a moderate 
tuition rate by employed persons 
under the influence of the Y. 
aS 
While these schools have been 
successful, it is pointed out, the 
authorities have not been unmind- 
ful of the fact that the professions 
are demending of their members 
high general education and cultural 
qualifications as well as technical 
skill. Such general .culture and 
special training is as imperative in 
one group, it is stated, as tn an- 
other. The new course, therefore, 
has been designed to meet this 
need. 

sA student will be graduated with 
the degree of Bachelor of Arts in 
economics upon completion of 120 
semester hours, the semester hour 
corresponding to one hour of lec- 
ture or recitation, or two hours of 
laboratory work per week for one 
semester.

OMORROW the world court 
battle begins.in earnest. Sup- 
porters. of ok apy claim 
to have more thdn the neces- 
sary two-thirds vote of the 
Senate pledged in advance and they 
see victory for internationalism at last 
perched on the tops of their banners. 
Opponents refuse to admit defeat, are 
ready to fight to the last ditch and ex- 
pect the voice of the people to come 
to their rescue. 

The extent to which the people are 
aroused over this question is proble- 
matical. But one thing appears evident. 
That is that there never has been a 
controversial subject in the Senate con- 
cerning which the natiqnal interest is 
so disproportionate to the understand- 
ing the people have of what the con- 
troversy is: all about. In other words, 
thousands upon thousands are appeal- 
ing for the court, even praying for the 
court, without knowing what the court 
is, what it means to them or their coun- 
try or why it would be a good thing or 
a bad thing for the United States of 
America to become a member.

An important consideration, from the 
Republican standpoint, was the fact 
that this action might tend to satisfy 
elements in the Republican party who 
had supported the League of Nations 
and were stunned and humiliated by 
the overwhelming repudiation of the 
league in the 1920 presidential election. 
Republicans figured they had the anti- 
leaguers in their camp and could, there- 
fore, afford to scoop in Republican pro- 
leaguers. Thus the Republican platform 
indorsed the court, with reservations, 
and simultaneously condemned the 
league.

in 1826 there lived in Australia, not, far 
from Sydney, a landowner by the n&me of 
Irederick Fisher. On ‘his estate: he em- 
ployed as overseer one George Worrall. 

On June 16 Fisher disappeared and his 
overseer gave out to neighbors who inquired 
for him that Fisher had returned to Eng- 
land for a visit, leaving him in charge of 
the estate. Although no one had seen Fisher 
depart on his journey, the story was gen- 
erally accepted, ,

inguired of Worrall when he would return. 
Worrall offered to pay the money in return 
for certain papers as a réceipt, but the neigh- 
bor refused his offer, saying he would wait 
until Fisher himself returned. 

Three months passed and Fisher had not 
come back: About this time a neighbor by 
the name of Farley, passing the place in the 
early evening, saw Fisher sitfing on the 
fence of his paddock. He walked up to speak 
ta him and as he did so Kisher got down 
from the fence without a word and walked 
quickly into the fields and disappeared from 
eight. — 


Farley vevorted Fisher’s return and as he

taken to ihe spoi where Fisher had b

seen in an attempt to discover where the frail 
led to. The tracker discovered blood on the 
spot where Fisher had been seen sitting and 
blood was also found on the scum of a pool 
nearby. Finally Fisher's body was unearthéd 
in a swamp not far distant. As a result of 
this, the overseer was tried,.convicted and 
hanged, confessing the crime on the’eve of 
his execution. © 

At the trial no evidence was introduced 
regarding Fisher’s apparition. ‘The evidence 
was entirely circumstantial and the convic- 
tion was somewhat resented by- the com- 
munity. It is possible that the evidence re- 
garding the ghost was suppressed because 
the utilization of that kind of evidence would 
have addéd to the public dissatisfaction with 
the verdict.

R. RICHARD BENNETT, the actor, 
is famous f fis artistic tempera- 
ment.

But the 
eccentricity of Mr. Bennett’s\ genius has 
ver been more surprisingly manifest than 
lis recent happy announcement that he

A NOTED CHARACTER 
IN AUTOMOBILE WORLD 


Fifty years ago Walter P. Chrysler was 
born in the western Kansas hamlet of Wa- 
mego. He grew up in the nearby town of 
Ellis, where the shops of the Union Pacific 
are located, and out of which his father. pi- 


‘loted a wood-burning locomotive across the 


prairies, then still dotted with bison and oc- 
casional Indians. 

Until he was 17 he attended the public 
schools of Ellis. They were not noted for 
their thoroughness and young Walter was 
not a particularly diligent student. During 
the summer he clerked in the neighborhood 
grocery store. His first real job was that of 
machinist’s apprentice in the Union, Pacific 
shops. And that was where his real educa- 
tion may be said to have begun. He under- 
went. four years of rigorous and thorough 
training in practical mechanics, beginning at 
a wage of 5 cents an nour and working up to 
22% cents an hour, then the standard pay of 
the full-fedged journeyman mechanic. 

The difference between what Chrysler was 
expected——and able—to do at the completion 
of his apprenticeship and the abilities of the 
present-day machinist is a startling commen- 
tary on the decreasing craftsmanship of 
America’s artisans. Today a man calls him- 
self a machinist when he knows how to don 
a pair of greasy overalls, read a blueprint 
and swing a ball hammer. Twenty-five years 
ago he would have been fired did he not know 


how to design, build, set up, use and repair 
any existing tool or its adaptation—-all with- 
out blueprints and working with calipers, di- 
viders and other tools that he had made him- 
self. For nearly ten years he punched away 
at some of the biggest jobs in the automobile 
industry. But hg,punched silently——and be- 
hind the scenes. “Of the millions who were 
riding in motorears he had built, not a frac- 
tion of 1 per cent had ever heard his name. 

Then, in rapid succession, came two exhi- 
bitions of executive and organizing ability so 
pronounced ‘that he was swept into the public 
eye. One was his spectacular reorganization 
of an almost bankrupt automobile company.

WITH PAIL OF GOLDFISH

Fifteen years ago Miss Cooper, who was a 
stenographer, became interested in the fish in 
a department store’s fountain. They seemed 
to exercise a certain fascination. 

With a large galvanized pail filled with 


goldfish on each arm, she boarded a trolley 
car for a suburban town near Chicago. Was 
she actually going to peddle these fish from 
a tin.pail? Not quite. When she arrived 
in the village she made straight for the local 
drug store and unpacked a shipment of globes, 
castles and fish food that she had had sent to 
her in care of the druggist. Perhaps you 
wouldn’t quite call it petthdling, but it was cer- 
tainly starting in a ‘small way. Right then 
and there she started her first goldfish sale. 

When I visited her wholesale store recently 
in Chicago, I saw expressmen sliding big 
heavy metal-covered tubs down a chute to the 
basement. They were coming from hatcheries 
all over’ the country, In the dark cool. base- 
ment, I saw a hundred long steel tanks, rest- 
ing coffin-like on the trestles. From an over- 
head pipe system a tiny’ stream of water 
steadily trickled into the tanks. An air pump 
chugged away, forcing air from another pipe 
line down through rubber tubes and out 
through pin-holed ‘brass nozzles into the wa- 
ter. Heavy, metal screen covers were at hand 
to protect the tanks from rats at night.

Attendants carried the fish in large pails 
fyom this basement to the main floor where 
they were dumped into grading tanks.

The three are within a radius of 
25 miles, and.in each instance the feathered 
songster appears to be in excellent health, re- 
maining over from choice rather than*com- 
pulsion, 3 

The presence of these birds should afford 
the weather prophets and the believers in 
signs and omens material for endless discus- 
sion. If the muskrat has built a house with 
extra thick walls and has himself an extra 
thick coat of fur, sure signs of an extra long, 
cold winter we are told, and over against. this 
the mocking birds are remaining North, what 
then? Thus are the prophets confounded.

It is a picture of the underworld, laid in 
the heart of New York’s underworld—the 
lower East Side-—-where Sing Sing recruits 
many of its inmates. And to stimulate the 
reactions of the men, small cash prizes were 
offered for the best criticisms written hy 
them. Barthelmess himself, impressed by 
the sincérity of the competition, later wett 
up to Sing Sing and awarded the prizes hit n- 
self.

‘Kor every man who is unachieving by rea- 
son of sheer incompetency,’’ says H. Adding- 
ton Bruce. in Forbes’ Magazine (N. ‘Y.), 
“there are ten men Who do not achieve simply 
because they will not capitalize their reverses 
through using them as incitants both to 
harder and to wiser effort. 

‘Some men, many men, actually shrivel 
under failure and to all intents and purpose 
cease fronf effort. 

“Recognizing that their failures are due to 
mistakes of their own, but forgetting that 
they are bound to make mistakes from time 
to time if only because they are human, tney 
become obsessed with false ideas of personel 
inferiority and incapacity. . The moment a 
man definitely regards himself as inferior, 
that moment he begins to glide into ways that 
mean.a mediocre career. 

‘‘And on the opposite there are other men, 
many other men, who have such an‘ exagger- 
ated notion of their imborn superiority that, 
refusing to concede even the possibility of 
their making mistakes, they .look upon set- 
backs and defeats as invariably due to causes 


outside themselves, causes beyond their con- 


trol. Such men may continue to strive, but 
also they continue to make the mistakes pre- 
viously productive of trouble, and, of course, 
continue to suffer as before. : 

‘‘In the end. usually, they, too, cease from 
effort to succeed, voting it useless because 
they are so consistently ‘nniucky.” Inciden- 
tally,.to make matters worse, their persis- 
ting ‘bad luck’ usually has a warping effect 
on their minds, making them noturious self- 
pitiers or embittered enviers. All this for no 
other reason than their lifelong failure to 
capitalize their reverses by candid tuquiry 
into their causes.”’

Playground and Recreation Association of Amer- 


ica in Order to Keep Kiddies Off the Streets. 


HE frightful loss of child life in street 

accidents in American cities may be 

materially reduced by a widespread 

extension of playgrounds and 0or- 
ganized recreation, according to Mrs. Theo- 
dore Douglas Robinson, who is making an 
ippeal this week to Washington citizens in 
behalf of the Playground and Recreation 
Association of America. 

“The playground has long been regarded 
as a safety zone,’’ says Mrs. Robinson, ‘but 
its..effectiveness in cutting down. accidents 
has been assumed rather than proved. Re- 
cently. however, engineers of the national 
safety council, after making studies’ of the 
distribution of accidents in many cities over 
a period of three years, announce that every- 
where the well-organized playground reduces 
motor fatalities to children on the city 
streets.”’ 

The investigations of these experts show 
that cities with the most playgrounds have 
from one-third to one-fourth as mary child 
pedestrian fatalities as adult fatalities. In 
Cleveland, with a high pedestrian fatality 
rate, less than 30 per cent of the victims 
were children, according to the study. This’ 
City has 72 supervised playgrounds. This 
low percentage of child fatalit'es is in marked 
contrast to the high percentage in an east- 
ern county, where playgrounds ere few and 
pooriyv distributed. 

In Toledo very few

playground locations. ‘Toledo has twelve 
playgrounds. The positions of the grounds 
were plotted on a spot map and circles of a 
quarter-mile and half-mile réedfl were drawn 
about each to indicate theice effective area 
jor the different ages of children.

second, it is the medium for teaching caution 
through safety talks, drills, games and dra- 
matic plays that the leaders conduct. 


Mari J. Heeder, of the safety council, has 
stated his belief that most of the 25,000 little

have been saved had there been adquate play- 
ground facilities in all our cities.

Opponents of the court say this is 
simply a league court, that it will of 
necessity involve the United States in 
the political maelstrom of Europe, that 
it will make America one of the partners 
with other European powers in regu- 
lating the political affairs of Europe 
and consequently mean the abandon- 
ment of the policy which the United 
States has pursued since Washington’s 
farewell address and the foundation of 
the republic. 

They say, furthermore, that if Amer- 
ica assumes the role of helping Europe 
regulate European political affairs, 
America automatically abandons the 
right to prevent Europe from helping 
manage political affairs on the Ameri- 
can continent, thereby scrapping the 
Monroe Doctrine. 

Opponents further sav that once 
America is in the league ‘court, she will 
inevitably discover*to her sorrow that 
this sort of world control she is help- 
ing set up will unquestionably. assume 
the right to decide on such interna- 


tional disputes as America’s immigra-’ 


tion laws or perhaps even the payment 
of foreign debts to the United States. 
America will of course contend that 
Japanese immigration isa domestic 
question and not an international ques- 
tion. 
of the Republican pro-court forces, 
stated in the Senate during the league 
fight: 

“Supposing one of the parties to the 
dispute makes the claim that it is not 
domestic but international, Who is to 
decide the dispute under the treaty as 
it stands ?” 

Obviously, it is now admitted, the 
world court and not one of the contest- 
ing nations appearing before the court 
would decide whether Japanese immi- 
gration to the United States is a do- 
mestic or international question.

How this could be done 
is not apparent, but it is said by the 
court’s opponents that America will be 
outnumbered so decisively. in these 
matters that the court will be called 
upon to do the league's bidding when- 
ever the league members combine to 
bring this about..

T is in such cities that the Playground and 
Recreation Association of America is work- 
ing for safety and character building by its 
help in establishing recreation systems, which 
will give some of the opportunities for play 
and the enjoyment of beauty that the parks 
and playgrounds of Washington afford. It 
also has a staff of field workers who are as- 
sisting cities which already have organized 
recreation to strengthen and enlarge their 
work. To supplement its promotion service 
through field workers, the association has en- 
couraged State legislation empowering cities 
to establish State recreation systems under 
tax support. It maintains a correspondence 
and consultation bureau and a bureau of pub- 
lications for the widespread dissemination of 
detailed information on public recreation. 
Theodore Roosevelt became the first honor- 
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the world court and must stand by our 
pledges,” say some of the senators who 
are becoming a little doubtful. This 
raises the question of whether a pledge 
given in a public speech or-at a banquet 
or in response to a special pleader or a 
political leader should stand if the sena- 
tor giving the pledge later conceives 
it to be his solemn duty, in the interest 
ot his country, to go counter to the 
pledge and vote his convictions.

Should an official or a senator 
feel bound by a pledge irrespective of 
the circumstances under which it was 
given’? The consensus is that he should 
not be considered bound. 

President Coolidge, for example, 
practically pledged himself to support 
Woodrow Wilson’s League of. Nations 
and follow Wilson’s leadership and ac- 
cept him as the leader of the nation’s 
destinies. Mr. Coolidge, on’ February 
25, 1919, referred publicly to Woodrow 
Wilson “fas one to whom we have en- 
trusted our destinies and one whom! we 
are sure we will support in the future 
in the working out of those destinies, as 
Massachusetts has supported him in 
the past.” 

This in one sense pledged the State 
of Massachusetts as well as Mr. Cool- 
idge to support Woodrow Wilson and 
his League of Nations. But it was 
simply the reply which Mr. Coolidge, 
as governor of the~-State, made to 
Woodrow Wilson’s furtive League of 
Nations speech on the occasion when 
Wilson visited Boston on his first re- 
turn from the Paris peace conference. 
Mr. Coolidge ‘does not feel bound to 
Support that pledge and has spoken 
against the League of Nations. 


OME senators pledgéd themselves to 

vote against any changes from the 
original ‘Harding-Hughes world court 
proposition which contained four res- 
ervations. . Since then it has been dis- 
covered that a very important matter 
was overlooked and a reservation. deal- 
ing with advisory opinions has been 
added. No senator would feel bound 


by a pledge based on incomplete un- 


derstanding of the world court proposi- 
tion, it is pointed out. 

Furthermore there are men on the 
Democratic side of the Senate who are 
stanch party men and stand by their 
leaders through thick and thin. ~ Sena- 
tors Harrison, Heflin, Caraway and 
McKellar are in this class. Yet if any 
one of them believed it unsafe for his

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country to enter the world court he 
would not hesitate to throw party con- 
siderations on privately made pledges 
to the winds. 

There will probably be 95 senators 
making up the Senate when the vote 
on ratification comes, if it does come, 
within the next few months. It looks 
as if Mr. Gerald P. Nye will not be 
seated. 'Thus the court opponents’ will 
have to muster 32 votes to defeat the 
resolution of ratification. Meanwhile 
the battle will be over framing the res- 
olution of ratification in such fashion 
that the court is actually separated 
from the league in the manner pre- 
scribed by Harding in his St. Louis 
speech, when he said: 

“Two conditions may be considered 
indispensable. 

“Tirst, that the tribunal be so consti- 
tuted as to appear and to be, in theory 
and practice; in form and in substance, 
beyond the shadow of a doubt, a world 
court and not a league court. 

‘Second, that the United States shall 
occupy a place of perfect equality with 
every other power.”’ 

Those who know the inside history 


of the world court developments’ are- 


well aware of the fact that the late 
President Harding was not at all enthu- 
silastic about Mr. Hughes’ proposition 
of submitting the court protocol to the 
Senate, with the Hughes reservations, 
in February, 1923. Myr. Hughes wrote 
the President a letter dated February 
17 and explained at length the Hughes 
program. Mr. Harding was doubtful 
about the whole proposition, but Mr. 
Hughes explained that it had been 
most carefully considered, that there 
would be no opposition to it in the Sen- 
ate. Accordingly the Hughes letter, 
witha covering note from Harding, 
was sent to the Senate on February 24, 
1923. 

Immediately the storm of opposition 
began and nothing was done by the 
Senate. Mr. Harding made a’ more 
‘areful study of the situation, getting’ 
all sides as he invariably did, and then 


“came to the conclusion that he would 


inform the country at an early oppor- 
tunity of his determination that the 
court be’ absolutely separated from the 
league. Secretary Hughes saw the 
President’s St. Louis speech shortly be- 
fore it was delivered. But Mr. Harding 
showed -it to him at 7 o’clock in the 
evening before departing on the West- 
ern trip, and Mr. Hughes had a speak- 
ing engagement that same night. Con- 
sequently there was no time for argu- 
ment. Mr. Hughes, who has, been a

OINTING out that it is in a youth's spare 
time that ho usually goes wrong, Mrs. 
Robinson says that a vast amount of the crime 
now current in the United States might have 
been prevented by adequate recreation oppor- 
tunities for boys and girls. <A recent report 
has it that crime costs the nation ten billions 
ayear. Teaching good sportsmanship through 
the athletics and games of the playground is 
one sound medium of lessening crime and of 
reducing the fearful price paid in character as 

well as in dollars. 

A prisoner in a county penitentiary in- New 
York said one day when games were being 
conducted: “If we'd had more of this when 
we were kids, I bet a lot of us wouldn’t be 
here now.’’ Statistics compiled by the Play- 
ground and Recreation Association of Amer- 
ica in many cities bear out this convict’s be- 
lief, according to Mrs. Robinson. So does the 
testimony of numerous judges, probation offi- 
cers and other persons closely associated with 
the problems of crime and delinquency among 
youth. 

A Boy Scout in a recent letter states aptly 
the case for playgrounds as follows: “If we 
want to play ball now, we have to play in the 
streets and dodge cars and watch for the cops 
to run us off. If we get out by somebody's 
house, we get run off by the folks who live 
there or run off because we broke a window. 
I know all of us would enjoy a place where 
we could play without having somebody fuss 
at us about breaking windows and’ having ac- 
cidents. Sometimes when we are off playing 
by ourselves we get into some awful fights. 
f we had a playground, there would be some- 
body there to look after us and to Keep the 
roughnecks from fighting. And if some grown 
person were there, I am sure there would not 
be so many bad words said. So it would help 
all the boys to treat each other right and not 
to get the name of being regular tonghs.”’ 

The well-organized playground meets all 
the issues that the scout raises, including 
leadership, safety, and behavior, and goes still 
further in building up a reserve of health and 
positive instruction in good citizenship.

Thus, Senator Lenroot was one of the fipgt--- 
to predict that the American people wohl 
accept the league of nations. And he fought 
tirelessly in the Senate to bring about that 
event. He wanted certain reservations 
adopted partly because he realized that with- 
out them America might» not get in the 
league. His concern throughout was the 
possibility of not reaching -agreement be- 
tween Democrats and Republicans to enable 
the “friends of the league’ to muster the 
necessary two-thirds vote for ratification. 
He particularly resented the idea that Re- 
publicans might be blamed for keeping 
America out of the léague of nations. 

“A great propaganda is now going on over 
the country,’ Senator Lenroot said in the 
Senate on December 11, 1919, “backed by 
certain forces attempting to lay the blame 
for the present status of the peace treaty 
upon the Republican side. Nearly every 
senator on the other side of the aisle knows 
that the blame does not lie here but lies with 
the Democratie side and with the President 
of the United States.” 

To stave off the danger. as he viewed it, 
of America’s being kept out of the league 
of nations, Senator Lenroot vainly sought 
to compromise with the Democrats. 

“We attempted to get senators on the 
other side of the aisle to make a proposition 
upon which they were willing to ratify the 
treaty,’’ he said, adding: 

‘Now, until the alleged friends of the 
treaty present some proposition for consid- 
eration by the friends of the treaty upon 
this side of the aisle, of course nothing can 
be done.” 

But desperate efforts to get America into 
the legaue of nations by way of a compromise 
between Republicans and Democrats failed 
despite repeated appeals by Mr. Lenroot. At 
no time did Senator Lenroot disguise the 
fact that he hoped to see America enter the 
league of nations as a result of agreement 
between Republicans and Democrats. 

‘“‘T am not one of those who desire to see 
the defeat of this treaty,’ he said in reply 
to a question from Senator Frelinghuysen 
on March 12, 1920. ‘‘So long as this treaty 
can be Americanized with proper reserva- 
‘ions, Iam not only willing but I am anxious 
to make any change in phraseology that may 
tend to secure a sufficient number of votes 
to secure ratification.”

The flamingoes, on the contrary, have ex- 
traordinarily large tongues, well adapted to 
scooping up food in the marshes. The herons 
have long, fleshy nad ‘cylindrical tongues. 
In place of sharp spines there is a soft, fleshy 
flap, serrate in outline, ending laterally in a 
large flexible tip. The tip is decorated with 
‘“‘horns,’’ a characteristic not found in other 
birds. 

The typical wader, searching 
water for frogs and shallow 
salt water for especially soft. crabs. 
The boat-billed night heron has the same 
form of tongue but it looks as if it had been 
cut in two, being short in comparison with 
that of the great blue heron. The storks and 
ibises may be said to have no tongues at all. 
At least they are only rudimentary tongues, 
almost formless structures.

The brants have tongues for tearing pur- 
poses, With strong, backwardly turned spines 
for holding prey and swallowing, while the 
mergansers have long and slender tongues 
with a row or two of hairs instead of spines. 
The swans, large and powerful birds, have 
tongues equally strong’ for tearing. The 
spines in their ‘case are so stout and sharp 
as to be almost teeth. 

Ducks, geese and swans have such a simi- 
larity of tongues that they are placed in one 
family, the Anatidae. The modifications are 
all based on a type pattern best seen in the 
robin. All of their tongues are covered with 
haig-like processes and in some these are so- 
lidified to form tooth-like spines. On account 
of this a dissimilarity of diet does not destroy 
the evidence of relationship. Nor has a simi- 
lar diet by other birds resulted in- similar 
tongues. 

Birds of prey, such as hawks, owls, eagles 
and vultures, have heavy, rasping tongues. , 
The vultures and buzzards have tongues that 
are deeply curled and trough shaped, with 
up-curled margins, heavily armed with rasp- 
ing spines. They not only tear their prey to 
pieces, but gulp in the blood, using the ton- 
gue-like soup spoon. Owls, Which are not 
related to hawks, have a similar type of ton- 
gue with powerful mucous glands. 

Strange as it may seem, owls are near rela- 
tives of the humming bird. The latter might 
almost be termed a small owl. This. and 
other groups of birds afford many examples 
of convergent evolution, in which species have 
been produced which are adapted to the same 
mode of life, but which bear.no anatomical 
relationship with each other: Although the 
tongue may be similar in appeardhce and use, 
this origin can seldom be’ regarded as evi- 
dence of relationship, owing to the diversity 
of anatomy. .

The gull 
needs an all-around 
tongue because it is 
an all-around food eater. Today he may be 
cracking clam shells on the shore by drop- 
ping them from aloft, and tomorrow robbing 
dinner pails of workmen along the city 
waterfront, or following vessels and picking 
up garbage. No utility for the gull has ever 
been discovered, except that its fteathers 
would be commercially valuable if laws did 
not protect him from slaughter. 

Of government territory, especially in 
Alaska, all gulls are ordered destroyed by 
one of the departments at Washington. Thev 
feed on salmon ‘spawn. The salmon is 
threatened with extinction and hence the day 
of doom for the gull approaches. Gulls feed 
on fish spawn the whole length of the world’s 
coasts. It is only a question of time before 
they will be generally blacklisted and de- 
strgyed. 

In order to feed on fish which float 
on or near the surface in vast windrows, the 
tongue of the gull and also the tern is pe- 
culiarly adapted to scooping up the eggs of 
the salmon, bluefish, weakfish, ete.

Cuckoos have rather heavy tongues, long 
and. well provided with spines. The length 
of the tongue, however, varies in this species 
more than in other birds. The tongue may be 
black, as in chow dogs, or flesh colored with 
a’ few black spots’ or even scarlet. It is fim- 
bricated, or fringed, the fringe directed for- 
ward and forming a useful aid in catching 
worms. This bird is a true parasite, the fe- 
male laying its eggs in other birds’ nests, 
where the young, when hatched, crowd out 
the young of the host. 

The cuckoo thus elevates itself to an aris- 
tocracy, by making slaves of other species, 
more particularly the cow blackbird. Man- 
kind, however, refuses to treat the bird as 
an aristocrat; preferring to make a clown 
of it by elevating its image in clocks ‘to 
cuckoo the passing hours. Its name has also 
established itself in slang.

These are invested with a 
membranous covering which is expanded as a 
lateral flange at, the tip, in-rolling at the buse 
and forming a rolled membranous tube on 
each side. The tubes are not parallel, the 
cartilaginous shafts not being solid.

Witness the news con- 
tained in a recent Associated Press dispatch which states, in part: That 
the British exhibitors would prefer British films if they were equal to 
American films and had as good drawing power is made perfectly clear. 
The men who run the theaters have indicated plainly that the compulsory 
exhibition of British films would, in their opinion, lessen the receipts of 
film houses.

as Commission in New 
Body Is Accepted. 


DECISION MADE RECENTLY 


Members of the fleet naval re- 
serve transferred thereto from the 
regular navy after sixteen or twenty 
years’ service will forfeit their 
status as transferred members if 
they accept warrant or commsk- 
sion in the new fleet naval reserve. 
This is held in a recent decision of 
the comptroller general, who was 
requested by the Secretary ofthe 
Navy for an opinion ‘as to the pay 
of such transferred members of the 
fleet naval reserve who are given 
commissions in the new fleet naval 
reserve. 

Some transferred members of the 
fleet naval reserve had been issued 
appointments as commissioned and 
warrant officers under the act of 
August 29, 1916, and were trans- 
ferred to the new fleet naval re- 
serve created by the act of Febru- 
ary 28, 1925 The act of 1916 
contained duthority for transferred 
members of the fleet naval reserve 
to accept warrants or commissions 
in the naval reserve force, without 
in any way affecting the retainer 
pay to which they otherwise would 
be entitled as transferred members 
of the fleet naval reserve. The new 
naval reserve law of 1925 does not 
contain such provision. 

The comptroller general holds 
that there is no authority for a 
transferred member of the fleet 
naval reserve, under the act of 
1925, to hold also an appointment 
as a warrant or commissioned offi- 
cer, in that,it is a dual status, and 
the act of 1916 recognized that fact 
and clearly expressed authority to 
occupy the dual status. } 

The later act of 1925 does ‘not 
cover the situation, and the incom- 
patibility of the dual status being 
self-évidént, the comptroller gen- 
eral holds that a“ man can not at 
one and the same time render serv- 
ice in an enlisted rating as a trans- 
ferred member of the fleet naval 
reserve and as a wararnt or com- 
missioned officer of the naval re- 
serve.

What Operator Then Does. 


The operator then puts 110 volts 
on each side of the line through a 
voltmeter to ground.

| Sir: I take this opportunity to ex- 
'press my view relative to the abol- 
ishing of all night parking of auto- 
mobiles on the streets of this city. 
My - reasons for abolishing all night 
parking are as follows: 

| 1. This would lessen the duties 
lof the police force in regard to re- 
icovering stolen automobiles and 
other equipment, for which they 
employ special officers to recover 
this property. If all night parking 
of automobiles were abolished, the 
inducement to steal equipment and 
automobiles would be reduced to a 
certain extent.

Dismantling of Lake Fondulac 
Will Be Experiment in Dis- 
posing of Other Ships. 


The first of the fleet of 199 ships 
purchased by Henry Ford from the 
United States Shipping Board to be 
scrapped for the manufacture o 
Ford products has reached the 
River Rouge plant of the Ford Mo- 
tor Co. Hitched to a tug, the big 
steel freighter slowly breasted the 
choppy water of the Detroit river 
finally dropped anchor in the 
voyage com- 


and 


Rouge slip, its last 
pleted. 

The ship—Lake Fondulac—barely 
escaped the grip of winter all the 
way along the route to Detroit. In 
the St. Lawrence it was necessary 
to plow lanes through ice fields al- 
ready formed and the ship with its 
tug through the Welland 
canal, December 15, the day before 
the canal was closed for the winter. 
On the high sea, gales buffeted the 
stanch tug and its helpless burden.

The ves- 
sel to be scrapped is of 3.500 tons 
cargo capacity; 251 feet long, with 
a beam of 43.5 feet. Upon its ar- 
rival at the Rouge plant, it will be 
dismantled and all boilers, pumps 
and other usable equipment sal- 
vaged. The remainder of the ship 
will be scrapped, its steel to be 
used in the manufacture of Ford 
cars and trucks and Fordson trae- 
tors. 

Although the vessel is incapable 
of motion under its own power, one 
boiler was kept fired all the way to 
Detroit to provide steam for oper- 
lating winches and windlasses and 
for steering.
